YRANK LAWLER CONVICTED. 

Pes, .e wondered when Frank Lawler, while 
in the active practice of his lucrative calling 
as a City Father, voluntarily retired and ac- 
eepted a seat in Congress. It was believed 
that there were few opportunities for boodling 
in Congress. A still stronger belief is now 
held by some to the effect that Lawler while 
in Congress did not eagerly embrace any of 
the opportunities of the kind that came in his 
way. 

These opinions will be disturbed by the 
revelations that are made this morning in re- 
gard to Lawier’s conduct in the case of one 
John P. Eckes, a deserter from the United 
States army. It appears that Eckes appealed 
to Frank Lawler to get a pardon; thata dis- 
charge from the army was obtained from the 
War Department through the importunities 


of Lawler; that Eckes was then asked to pay 


asum of money to Lawler for his services as 
Congressman in procuring the discharge, and 
that the sum of $100 was finally paid to Law- 
ler in person for such services, and that this 
payment was witnessed by a third party. 

All this is susceptible of proof. The records 
of the War Department show that Eckes was 
discharged on the representations of Lawler. 
Letters in Lawler’s own handwriting—fac- 
similes of which are elsewhere printed— 
demonstrate that he procured the discharge, 
and a receipt for $100 taken from John P. 
Eckes by Frank Lawler for value received 
is among the documents, and its authenticity 
cannot be disputed. A fac-simile of this re- 
ceipt is also given in Tus TUR today. 
John P. Eckes received no value from 
Frank Lawler except the services of the latter 
as a member of Congress in procuring a dis- 
charge from the army. 

The exposure is complete. It puts Lawler 
in a perilous position—one from which he can 
scarcely escape. When he has been defeated 
for Sheriff, the House of Representatives is 
likely to call for a reckoning trom him. Its 
dignity and good name are involved. 
The pardon-brokerage business, if fairly 
proved against Lawler, is as danger- 
ous as the sale of a West Point 
cadetship, for which at least one 
member of Congress was expelled; and there 
is no reason why the fate of Whittemore may 
not overtake Lawler if the House shall try and 
convict him. 

The proof in the Eckes case, while it is com- 
plete, happens to be isolated. There is no 
other absolute proof of boodling on Lawler’s 
part while in Congress. But, in view 
of his consistent record as a mem- 
ber of the “gang” while he was in 
the Council and this demonstration of the 
sale of his official influence in Washington, 
it 1s fair to infer that his course as a member 
of Congress has been no better than as a 
member of the City Council. In the office of 
Sheriff, where his opportunities for gain would 
be greater and his power for evil larger than 
in the Council or in Congress, he would be 
correspondingly more mischievous and the 
example of his election more injurious. 


GEN. PALMER AND THE “FORCE” BILL.

the rights of the States. He forgets that the 
only right a “State” has to elect United 
States Senators or Representatives is derived 
from the Federal Constitution, and that that 
instrument gives Congress power to regulate 
and manage those glections. 

The shoe pinches in another place when the 
„force“ bill seeks to interfere with the 
Democratic Calhoun doctrine of the right of 
the minority to rule. As a good Calhounite 
Palmer believes a little knot of “Southern 


gentlemen” should run their Congressional 
‘districts, even if they are in overwhelmmg 


minorities, and it seemsto him a dreadful 
thing to interfere with this sacred domestic 
institution of the South. But Chicago is 
rather too far north to preach that doctrine, 
therefore he conceals their odious features 
under glittering generalities of a misleading 
character. 


THE BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Minister, 
has returned to Washington, and upon Mr. 
Bilaine’s return it is probable that the negotia- 
tions concerning the Behring Sea controversy, 
which closed temporarily during the diplo- 
matic vacation, wili be resumed. Pending the 
resumption the British Minister has made 
public the policy which he proposes to suggest 
—a step which is somewhat unusual from a 
diplomatic point of view. He says he shall 
renew at once a proposition for arbitration, 
the question to be submitted to a mixed com- 
mission of experts, who will be allowed two 
years for investigation of a subject which 
ought to be settled imtelligently in two 
months. Pending the result of their investi- 
gation he will propose the following provin- 
Fial regulations: 

1. That pelagie sealing be prohibited in the 
Béhring Sea, Sea of Okhotsk, and adjoining wa- 
ters daring the months of May and June and dur- 
ing the months of October, November, and De- 
cember, the migration periods of the fur seal. 

2. All sealing véssels be prohibited from ap- 
proaching the breeding islands within a radius 
of ten miles. 

In thus setting forth the scope of his forth- 


coming proposition Sir Julian Pauncefote 
takes occasion to compliment Secretary 
Biaine and the people of the United States be- 
cause no acts of hostility were perpetrated 
during the sealing season just closed.” It is 
not likely, however, that the compliment will 
be appreciated, either by Secretary Blaine or 
the people of the United States. Had the pol- 
icy of this Government been carried out in 
the spirit in which it was first announced, and 
with firmness and resolution, the seal poach- 
ers would have been estopped this season in 
their extermination business and there would 
have been acts of hostility,” as the British 
Minister calls them, but for some reason not 
explained the orders were’ countermanded and 
the poachers were allowed free license to cruise 
where they pleasedand to slaughter female 
seals by thousands. The work of exterminat- 
ing the species has gone on briskly and the 
poachers have made large profits out of their 
unlawful business during the season which 
now has come to an end, thanks to the counter 
policy of non-interference adopted by the 
Government. 

Tne British Minister expresses his desire to 
have the slaughter of female seals with young, 
during the migration periods and upon the 
breeding islands, stopped, though the recent 

plicy of his Government has been to protect 

Canadian poachers in their work of 
slaughter, and it is due to this policy 
that they have had such a profitable 
season in killmg off breeding seals. Their 
work indeed has progressed so well that there 
does not appear to be much further need of 
protecting the fur-seal rookeries. All reports 
from that region concur in the statement that 
the seals are fast disappearing from their fa- 
vorite localities, either in consequence of the 
murderous acts of the Canadian marauders or 
because the animals have taken alarm at the 
wholesale slaughter and migrated to other 
places where they can have at least a tem- 
porary respite from continuous massacre. 
The British Minister hopes that this Govern- 
ment will codperate with the English and 
Russian Governments in the protection of the 
rookeries and the prevention of any violation 
of the laws. Thisis certainly to be desired, 
but itis an open question whether there is 
anything left to protect, and whether violation 
of law in future would not be harmless in its 
operation, so far as seals are concerned. 


PALMER’S TARIFF POLICY. 

Gen. Palmer in his armory speech defined 
Republicanism as “simply the doctrine of 
miscalled pr ion.“ 
not define at all. Let bere and there in his 
muddled harangue are passages from which it 
is possible to gather what he conceives to be 
the policy of his party on the tariff question, 
and to perceive that he believes in no protec- 
tion of any kind for American industries 
against the cheaper labor of Europe.

Republicans, trained in the school of Henry 
Clay, believe in protection for American in- 
dustries. Palmer patterns after the economic 
views of Jeff Davis; the Republicans after 
those of Lincoln. Palmer is an adherent of 
Milis of Texas on the tariff; the Republicans 
agree with Mr. Blaine. 

The Republicans wish to preserve the higher 


wage scale of this country from thedestructive | 


competition of the lower wage scales of 
Europe. Palmer does not. If any article 
can be made cheaper in a European country 
because overpopulation or other causes have 
proc.aced a lower wage scale of wages there, 
he wants it let in here duty-free, He takes a 
ome-sided view of the question and thinks 
only of the consumer. He forgets the Amer- 


ican producer and those dependent on him, 
and considers them undeserving of considera- 


tion. He looks after the interests of one class 
alone, and that is the importer. The Repub- 
licans have in mind the iuterests of all classes 
in their legislation. 

Entertaining these views Gen. Palmer comes 
to Chicago, a city full of workingmen, and 
asks the latter for their votes, so that he may 
put his destructive ideas in practice. But he 
is careful not to tell them what the result 
would be if his tariff theories were carried out. 
He suppresses the fact from them that their 
wages would be cut in two, speaking roundly, 
and that that reduction would not be offset by 
benefits. He holds back from them that the 
abolition of the duties on European compet- 
itive goods would force down the wage scale 
of this country to about the European level. 
He conceals from them the events which 
would accompany this descent from a higher

THE KIND OF PEOPLE — TRIBUNE” 
DISTRUSTS. 

Gen. Palmer says Tun Tafsune favors the 

National Election bill “ because it distrusts 


the people and demands that they should be 


stripped of power.“ When Gen. Palmer talks 
of “the people” whom does he mean? 
The mass of the voters? No, not at all. 
When he talks of “the people” he means 
Tammany in New York. He means the Ku- 
Klux Klan in the Guif States. He means the 
Cregier-McDonald-Lawler combination of 
thugs, thieves, and gamblers in Chicago. 
Tun Tarsunz will admit frankly that it has a 
profound and, it believes, a justifiable “‘ dis- 
trust of those classes of toughs and 
boodlers whom Gen. Palmer looks on as 
“the people and that it does believe in 
stripping them of power which they have 
exercised so long to falsify election returns, 
to cast bogus ballots, to murder political op- 
ponents, to steal publicfunds, and to make 
the minority rule the majority.

A TENDER SUBJECT FOR PALMER. 

Gen. Palmer touched on the subject of con- 
vict labor in his speech of Monday. He said 
Col. Abner Taylor employed it in building the 
Texas State Capitol. Ifhe did his contract 
with the State of Texas was of such a nature 
that he had to. It was forced on him by the 
Democratic officials of that Democratic State. 
It was not something of his own seeking. 

It is surprising that Palmer should seek to 
make a point against Col. Taylor on the con- 
vict-labor question when he himself is the 
father of the convict-labor system of L[llinois, 
which has lasted twenty years.

The only practical system for the su ful 
management of the penitentiary in my judgment 
is that which combines the retention of complete 
control of the discipline and government of the 
convicts with the lease of their labor to persons 
engaged in special pursuits. I cannot forbear 
the expression of hope that such a measure will 
meet the approval of the General Assembly. 


The Legislature took his advice and estab- 
lished that system which is just expiring after 
20 years, and whieh it took a constitutional 
amendment to dispose of, In view of what 
Gen. Palmer did saddle convict labor on 
this State it is hardly in good taste for him to 
attack Col. Taylor for what the Democratic 
officials of Texas forced upon him. It would 
have been more discreet for Palmer not to 
have touched the subject when his own record 
is so assailable on that business. It is sur- 
prising that he mentioned it. His memory 
on account of his great age is evidently fail- 
ing. 


WHOM DO THEY HATE?’ 

Gen. Palmer says there is a hate in the 
Northern mind against the people of the 
South.“ This is too broad a statement. He 
should have said that some Northern people 
hate some Southern people, and then he 
would have hit it. It is a painful fact that a 
large element of the Southern people, num- 
bering about eight millions, known as the 
colored race, is the object of a deep but cause- 
less hate by the larger part of Northern Demo- 
crats. These colored people have never harmed 
them, they have never been brought in con- 
tact with them, and yet the Northern Demo- 
crats hate them. They carry their enmity so 
far that they approve of efforts to strip 
of their political rights as citizens by means of 
election frauds and election murders, and op- 
pose bitterly alllaws which are intended tO, 
protect these. colored majorities from the 
tyranny of Southern Democratic minorities. 
The Northern Democrats hate them so bitter- 
ly that they give every encouragement to the 
Southern Democrats to forcibly disfranchise 
them.

The only requisite to the open- 
ing of a saloon where it will be a nuisance to 
the neighborhood is that the applicant shall 
have money to pay for the license and be of 
„good character,” asif any man can bea 
good citizen who wants to make a living by 
establishing a nuisance ina neighborhood.

BRIGGS SWIFT DIES AT CINCINNATI. 


The Noted Millionaire Banker Expires at 
an Advanced Age. 

Crncrnnatt, O., Oct. 28.—Mr. Briggs Swift, an 
octogenarian, a noted pork-packer and pork 
merchant. and during his life a bank director and 
President in various Cincinnati banks, a man 
identified with business in Cincinnati for more 
than half a century, and a millionaire, died at 
his country residence a few mi north of the 
city at 11 o’clock tonight. |

New Yorx, Oct. 28.—[Special.}—Col. Samuel H. 
Roberts died at his home, No. 273 Reid avenue, 
Brooklyn, today, after a protracted iliness.

In one of 
the letters from Gen. Grant, dated City Point, 
Va., March 24, 1865, occurs the following: 

“With your brigade and the cavalry ordered to 
report to you you will proceed to Fredericksburg, 
Va., and capture the place if not too strongly de- 
fended. It is understood that a considerable con- 
traband trade is carried on across the Potomac 
through Fredericksburg with Richmond. The 
objeet of your 5 * is to break this up as 
far as ible. If you succeed in reaching Fred- 
ericks you will seize or destroy all pyeperty 
which you —2 good reason to believe is being 
used in barter for unauthorized articles of trade 
between Rebel armies and the Northern cities. 
You will also destroy the railroad depot and as 
much of the road back toward Richmond as 
you can. After having accomplished _ this 
you are authorized tu go to any point 
where information you may receive may 
lead you to suppose goods can be found which are 
in transit either north or south. All such will 
either be seized or destroyed. You will also ar- 
rest and bring with you all persons you know to 
bee directiy or indirectly in smuggling or 
trading between the North and South. You will 
not unnecessarily disturb peaceful and quiet citi- 
zens, but you will take from the country such sup- 
plies and as may be necessary for your 
command. You will also destroy all accumulations 
of supplies of whatever description you may 
have reason to believe are being collected for the 
use of the enemy.”’
